
I NEVER WANTED TO ATTEND BRYAN!

On a recent trip to Ohio while making contacts as 
admissions coordinator , Waiter Seera '68 had fellowship 
with alumnus Andrew Bauder , a Christian education 
major who graduated in 1974. Their conversation 
reminded Mr. Seera that while he was dean of students a 
few years ago , one of the young men in his charge was a 
college-age Jonah. Of course, that wasn't his given name 
nor had he hit the TV newshreak as being a person who 
was spewed from the mouth of a big fish on some exotic 
shore. 4s a matter of fact, those living around him on 
Bryan's campus were unaware that this nice guy was 
allowing attitudes to manipulate his mindset into 
"tunnel vision": he could see only his own methods and 
means as he struggled to find a goal in life. 

Here is Drew's own story of his heart experiences at 
Bryan that prepared him eventually for a successful 
ministry in the Market Street Baptist Church in Zanes- 
ville, Ohio , as their first Christian Education director. He 
previously served as assistant director of Crossroads 
Christian Youth Center in Big Rock, Illinois.

caught. I found that although I thought I was having 
fun, I was rebelling against teachers, administration, 
parents, and the Lord. As usual my life reflected my 
rebellion in the forms of frustration and a joyless 
existence which I sought to fill by more and more 
outside fun. I also found myself on academic probation 
which caused me to blame God, once again, for what 
was going wrong. 

At the end of the second semester I was convinced 
that the Lord had ruined my college life. I decided to 
leave that past year behind and not come back to Bryan 
in the fall. I moved that summer from Philadelphia to 
Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, where I knew I would find all 
the fun I was looking for. 

The next year was spent in further rebellion, for all 
those feelings of resentment against the Lord surfaced. I 
tried to fill my life with friends, money, and pleasure, 
but all I found was emptiness. 

Then one weekend my world of pleasure seemed to 
cave in when I finally realized what I was doing to my 
life. I decided that I could no longer be the one in 
control to open and close doors. I needed the Lord! I 
rededicated my life to Jesus Christ and with His help I 
would never run from Him again. Then answers came to 
my questions. 

I knew that I should continue my education to 
properly equip myself for God's calling and my educa- 
tion should continue at Bryan. But it was already two 
weeks into the first semester so there seemed to be no 
chance. After I felt God's leading, I called Bryan's dean 
of students and explained to him what had happened in 
my life, and that I would like to come back. The answer 
was different than what I had expected; I was told that 
they would let me know after they had prayed and 
discussed the possibilities. My heart was filled with the 
reality that God was going to open the door again. The 
next morning I received a call from Mr. Seera telling me 
they had decided to readmit me. 

I left my job and was back to Bryan in less than a 
week and immediately set out to make up almost a 
month's work. It was difficult but I had new strength 
and understanding that only the Lord could give. I began 
to realize that Bryan's goal was not to mold individuals 
but to guide them to spiritual maturity. I learned that if 
you choose to accept the discipline (as I learned the hard 
way), you receive more than you bring with you. But if 
you choose to reject what Bryan has to offer, you leave 
with less than you started. 

Now as I look back on those years of training, I 
realize that for me Bryan made the difference in helping 
me to mature and to develop my potential for Jesus 
Christ. 


Life has been a series of doors opening and closing 
through which the Lord has been directing my life. 
Opportunities presented themselves in such a way that 
only the Lord's working can be attributed to those 
circumstances and I have tried to pray with David, "My 
steps have held fast to thy paths. My feet have not 
slipped" (Psalm 17:5 NASB. All too many times, 
however, I have tried to be the one to open those doors 
and make the opportunities, and all that I found was 
frustration and dissatisfaction in my life. 

I never wanted to attend Bryan. In fact, I only chose 
to send an application in to Bryan to satisfy my parents. 
Although I knew in my senior year of high school that 
the Lord had called me into His ministry, I refused to 
proceed willingly through the door He had opened. The 
plans I had made were for a college education at a 
military school or a focal state university. After several 
weeks of eagerly awaiting a reply to my applications, I 
received two gracious letters of rejection from both 
schools. The world seemed to fall in around me; my 
neatly wrapped life plans were coming apart. Secretly, in 
my heart, I felt the blame should be placed on the Lord 
for not giving me what I wanted. A college education 
looked very dim with only Bryan as my last and final 
hope. But on one rainy, spring afternoon in Philadelphia 
I received a letter of acceptance from Bryan College. My 
hopes were lifted again but the resentment remained. 
And I faced a new problem of what I was going to do at 
a Christian college. 


I was off for Bryan in August of 1968, leaving behind 
a close relative who was dying, all my luggage (through a 
mix-up at the train station), and the security of close 
friends. The next week was spent waiting for news from 
home, washing the only set of clothes I had, and meeting 
new people from all over the United States. My 
roommate for that first year was a guy from Tennessee, 
and I wasn't too sure how this "yankee" would get along 
with a guy from the south! I was later to learn so much 
from this beautiful Christian. 

Classes began and were tougher than I expected. This 
compounded my troubles with the news of my grand- 
mother's death. More resentment towards the Lord was 
building up inside. "Why did He allow me to come to 
this school and why did He let someone I love die?" 
were only a couple of my questions that never seemed to 
get answered. 

Pressure mounted to keep grades up and to live by 
rules that, to me, were only made to make life more 
unbearable. I felt that Bryan, through its rules and 
classes, was trying to force me into its mold that 
produces the "typical Bryan alumnus," of which I 
wanted no part. The rules were too confining for all the 
creative pleasures in which I intended to be involved. 

The Lord had opened the door to the future and to 
my education, yet I chose to go through my own door 
and make my own opportunities no matter what the 
cost. First semester was exciting: dating, sports, and 
trying to break as many rules as I could without getting

7. What competitive sports are in the school's pro- 
grams? 

8. Who are coaches of the various sports?
